When  I  was  a  boy  in  Clinton,  I  often  won¬ 
dered  if  it  would  ever  be  my  privilege' to 
spend  a  season  “up  Forth,”  to  sis*  the  dfep 
-now  1  had  h>  .ir  father  and  mother  tell 
about  and  to  set  sway  for  once,  from  the 
heat  of  the  long  summer.  After  many 
ynirs  too  man}  to  mention,  that  boyhood  i 
dream  has  ciTme  true  and  with  good  measure,  A 
giving  me  two  delightful  summers  ‘‘up  gp 
North"  snd  the  longest  und  coldest  winter 
the  oldest  inhabitant  can  remember  We  arc 
ubout  twenty  miles  frbm  New  Y'orlt  on  a  high 
elevation,  overlooking  the  city  and  much  of 
the  surrounding  country  with  a  rare  view, 
s«>  rare  that  a  gentleman  who  was  here  a  few  ‘  > 
days  ago  from  Chicago,  exclaimed:  “I  come 
ull  the  way  from  Chicago  in  my  machine,  but 
1  saw  nothing  to  equal  this.”  We  are  de¬ 
lighted  not  only  with  the  outlook  but  with 
the  town,  the  people  >ind  the  climate.  More 
than  twenty  snows  fqll  during  th<)  past  win¬ 
ter  and  the  ground  wiis  white  and 'frozen -for 
more  than  four  month*.  Much  of  the  time 
automobiles  were  out  of  eommi(sii)ki,  but  fthe 
music  of  sleigh  bell*  was  heard  every  day. 

Wc  live  a  mile  from  my  church  and  I  hpve 
no  sleigh  but  I  never  missed  n  service,  though 
it  meant  sometimes  Wading  through  sgow 
ankle  deep  because  thr  snpwplow  had  not  yet 
made  its  rounds.  Birt  houses  are  Well  built, 
the  furnace  keeps  us  .comfortable,  night  and 
<iby  and  the  atmosphere  is  dry,  bracing  and 
health-giving.  ; 

Ridgewood  i^t  one  (if  the  tnqkt  attractive 
suburban  towns  of  New  Y'ork,  almut  twenty 
n dies  away  with  many  trains  every  day.

Each  time  theiLitxu*ty 
Loan  Bonds  wire  largely  oter  stilAcribcd  and 
tfie  proportion  of  thb  population  who  have 
joinnl  the  Risj  Cross  is  larger  than  any 
town  in  the  Doited  States.

It.  Y  P;  T.  WORK  A  DENOMINATIONAL 
TASK.

It  was  my  privilege  to  be  in  the  original 
council,  held  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  which 
projected  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work — the  young 
people  *  work  along  denominational  line*. 
In  that  $nuneil  there  were  many  men  of  great 
abolity,  among  them  President  W.  R.  Har¬ 
per  of  the  Chicago  University.  The  serious¬ 
ness  of  the  undertaking  was  felfbv  all.  The 
name  eahie  later. 

The  It,  Y.  P.  lT.  work  i*  one  of  the  several 
enterprises  projected  by  the  denomination 
to  develop  and  conserve  its  own  forces  for 
denonmipational  uses.  It  requires  but  little 
thought  |to  understand  that  what  people  in 
mature  life  and  old  age  will  be,  in  thf  very 
nature  o|f  the  ease,  will  depend  largely  on 
the  traiiting  they  receive  when  young.  A 
great  German,  Baron  con  Humboldt,  said 
that  whatever  you  want  in  the  nation  you 
must  put  in  the  school*.  The  phihstophy  of 
this  dies  fight  at  the  surface,  and  it  is  equal¬ 
ly  true  that  whatever  we  want  in  Baptist 
churches,  twenty,  thirty,  forty,  fifty  year* 
hence,  wy  must  put  into  the  young  people 
of  today. '  The  most  important  thing  for  any 
nation  is  the  education  of  the  people,  be¬ 
cause  the  people  will  make  the  government 
Hnd  everything  else.  And  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  thing  for  a  church  next  to  evangelism 
is  training  It  is  just  at  this  point  that  Bap¬ 
tists  have  been  weak.  We  must  look  to  our 
denominational  fences  in  the  long  hereafter. 
If  we  put  the  right  things  into  our  young 
people  today,  they  will  take  care  of  every¬ 
thing  in  their  day. 

Therefore,  no  church  has  a  graver  task 
before  it  than  training  its  young  people.  The 
B.  Y.  I*.  11.  is  a  training -organization.  In 
this  organisation  the  right  thing*  are  taught 
and  the  young  people  are  fed  into  the  doing 
of  them.  They  are  gruu|>*d  with  reference 
to  their  aptitude.  Young  people  are  going 
together,  They  will  form  groups  of  their 
own  age  It  is  easy  to  uag  this  natural  in¬ 
stinct  to  group  our  young  (people  for  train¬ 
ing  and  service-. 

Much  complaint  is  heard  in  many  places 
about  the  tendencies  of  young  people  to 
woHduiess,  dancing  and  *dch  like  and  ther 
isn't  any  question  that  thdre  is  a  tendency 
that  way,  because  young  fife  must  express 
itself  some  way.  Paul  was  very  wise,  in  one 
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of  his  letters,  when  he  told  the  Church  to  re¬ 
member  how  it  used  to  be  with  themselves. 
\\  ise  local  church  leadership  will  take  care 
of  this  tendency  and  employ  it  for  the  con¬ 
servation  of  young  life  in  the  church.  There 
isn  t  but  one  way  to  keep  young  people  from 
doing  what  they  ought  not  to  do,  and  that  is 
to  employ  them  in  doing  what  they  ought  to 
do.  1  hat  world  “don’t’’  that  we  have  heard 
so  much,  all  of  us,  fsom  early  childhood,  is 
overworked.  If  there  are  older  people  in  the 
church  who  ha\c  wisdom,  they  will  put  great 
stress  on  the  training  of  young  people  and 
will  break  off  evil  with  good. 

Give  us  a  live  B.  Y.  P.  U.  in  every 
church,  well  taught,  and  well  employed  in 
service  and  in  a  few  years  the  spiritual  life 
and  efficiency  of  the  denomination  will  be 
distinctly  raised.  Work  put  in  with  young 
people  is  work  put  in  where  it  will  do  most 
good.  He  is  a  very  blind  pastor  who  doe* 
not  see  this, and  who  does  not  give  to  the  B.  - 
V.  P.  U.  his  heartiest  support. — Christian

THE  PRESIDENT’S  SPEECH

On  July  4th  President  Wilson  made  an 
address  at  Mount  Vernon,  standing  by 
Washington's  tomb,  which,  like  the  guns  of 
Lexington  and  Concord,  sounded  round  the 
world.  Among  other  things  good  and  true, 
he  said  the  following: 

“Them'  can  be  but  one  issue.  The  settle¬ 
ment  must  be  final.  There  can  be  no  com¬ 
promise  No  half  way  decision  would  be 
tolerable.  No  half  way  decision  is  conceiv¬ 
able.  These  arc  the  end*  for  which  the  as¬ 
sociated  peoples  of  the  wtorld  are  fighting  and 
which  must  be  conceded  them  before  there 
can  be  peace: 

“1.  The  dest  ruction  of  every  arbitrary 
power  anywhere  that  egn  separately,  secret¬ 
ly  and  uf  its  single  choice  disturb  the  peace 
of  the  world ;  or  if  it  cannot  be  presently  de¬ 
stroyed,  at.  the  least  it*  reduction  to  virtual 
impotence. 

*?2.  The  settlement  of  every  question, 
whether  of  territory,  o^  sovereignty,  of  econ¬ 
omic  arrangement,  or  of  political  relationship 
upon  the  basis  of  the  free  acceptance  of  that 
settlement  by  the  people  immediately  con¬ 
cerned,  and  not  upon  -the  basis  of  the  ma¬ 
terial  .interest  or  force*  which  once  crushed,

ia  a  grace.  And  if  the  Holy  Sjiirit  does  in- 
apire  people  to  give  then  no  individual  ean 
be  limited  by  a  sulwerijition  which  he  made 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  I  do  nut  mean 
that  thi*  subscription  should  not  be  made. 
It  should  be  made  but  it  re ji resents  the 
minimum  of  his  giftN  figured  on  his  financial 
prospects  for  the  year.  The  basis  upon  which 
he  should  figure  in  making  the  subscription 
should  not  be  leas  than  a  tenth.  But  there 
arc  tithes  and  offerings.  There  are  Baptists 
in  Mississippi  who  ought  not  to  think  of  giv¬ 
ing  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  what  they 
make  to  Kingdom  enterprises.  These  in¬ 
creased  contributions  from  these  individual* 
should  lji>  made  in  the  form  of  offering*. 

There  will  alway*  lie  special  objects  and 
sjs'ciul  Kingdom  cntcrjiriscs.  Those  are  to 
be  looked  after  in  a  sjvecial  way.  Our  jiaa- 
tors  should  see  to  it  that  in  putting  on  the 
budget  it  i*  distinctly  understood  by  every 
member  of  the  church  that  the  budget  does 
not  prevent  gpeeial  offerings.  That  it  i* 
only  a  channel  through  which  the  regular 
work  of  the  church  is  to  be  carried  on,  but 
v  that  during  the  round  up  period  for  each 
'ilciiominationul  interest  there  shall  Is-  oppor¬ 
tunity  given  for  any  member  of  the  church 
who  feels  disposal  to  do  so  to  give  an  ad¬ 
ditional  nmount  to  what  he  has  already  sub¬ 
scribed. 

If  should  aluo  be  distinctly  understood  by 
every  member  of  the  oliureh  that  if  the  sub¬ 
scription  doe*  not  cover  the  apportionment 
fixed  for  the  church,  then  there  WILL  be — 
not  MAY  be — a  sjieeial  offering  to  cover  any 
deficit,  and  the  church  should  be  schooled  to 
understand  that  the  minimum  of  its  contri¬ 
bution  to  denominational  interests  is  to  be 
the  apportionment  as  fixed  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion. 

Many  of  our  pastors  seem  to  think  that 
special  offerings  will  destroy  the  budget  and 
i  aki  it  iiinpt Taf  i\ ,  l 'nli  is  1 1n  >  are  pm>lu <1 
in  the  proper  spirit  and  with  the  proper  in¬ 
formation  they  may  affect  some  Bajitists,  but 
on  the  other  hand  if  the  budget  system  is  to 
become  a  shield  behind  whieh  the  pastors  and 
church  members  hide  from  Kingdom  respon¬ 
sibility  then  the  budget  will  kill  Kingdom 
enterprises.  And  Let  ween  the  two.  committed 
to  the  budget  as  I  am.  I  would  say  by  all 
means  preserve  Kingdom  interests. 

The  thing  we  are  after  is  the  work.  The 
method  is  simply  the  meaiiN  by*  whieh  we  do 
the  work.  The  work  is  of  sujireme  impor- 
tanei  and  it  seems  to  me  that  p\  cry  pastor 
in  the  State  ought  to  be  so  committed  to  the 
work  that  he  would  not  be  satisfied  to  let  his 
church  fall  behind  on  any  Kingdom  interests.
